LONDON, May 8,—At the same time 
that’ official ahnouncement was made 
tonight that thirty-six casualties re- 
sulted from the Zeppelin raid on Tues- 
day night in Northeast England and 
Southeast Scotland, advices werq re- 
ceived from Norway that the Zeppelin 
L-20, prubably one of the airships that 
took part in the raid, had been wrecked 
near Stavanger on the south Norwegian 
coast. 

The Zeppelin L-20 was completely de- 


stroyed and driven ashore on the west- 


ern side of Hafsé Firth, Norway, accord- 


ling to the advices’ from Stavanger. 


Five of the crew were rescued. 

The Zeppelin passed north of Sand- 
naes (south of Stavanger) about 10 
o’clock in the mornmg, says a Reuter 
dispatch from Stavanger. She was fly- 
ing at a low ‘altitude and was in a 
damaged condition. Five or six» men 
were seen. to jump from the airship. 
Boats put out to their assistance and 
the commander and one seaman were 
teacued arid taken to a hospital. 

The Zeppelin was ther driven over 
the ‘hilltops and against a hillside. Its 
afterbody broke in two and part of it 
fell to the ground. Some of the crew 
jumped or were hurled out. 

The Zeppelin then rose a little and 
was driven westward, but the bag of 
the dirigible collapsed in the centre and 
the airship descended rapidly. 

A-torpedo boat, which had been fol- 
lowing along the coast, went to its as: 
sistance and rescued three men still in 
the cabin. A tourth man had jumped 
out shortly before.

French Correspondent Reports) 


~ Great Suffering, Due to Offi- 
cers Taking Supplies.

PARIS, May 3.—‘' The Brussels) popu- 
lation is. almost starving that German 
officers may feed abundantly,’ says the 
Journal des Dé@bats’ Brussels corre- 


spondent. ‘ Elaborately uniformed and 
monocled officers stroll-the streets and 
flood the restaurants from noon to late 
at night, where their gastronomic feats 
insult the misery around. JEstablish- 
ments they prefer commandeer for their 
benefit thousands of kilos of flour, meat, 
fruit, and vegetables, which causes a 
yet more abnormal rise in prices for the 
public. 

“The small prt gaa ing working 
classes suffer terribl tatoes can- 
not be bought; raat pe and fats 
are far too dear for them. ‘The worst 
sufferers are the women and children 
who fill the hospitals, exhausted by 
privation.”’

In the Argonne district, after a spir- 
ited bomnbaranee with shells which 
released irritati fases, the enemy 
undertook yesterday evening a small 
attack in which three companies took 
part upon our trenches between Hara- 
zée and Four de Paris. The Germans 
were successful in gaining a footin 
for a few moments in our advance 
positions, but they were not able to 
maintain this. success and had to re- 
tire. They sustaimed. heavy loss by 
our fire. 

Ba the region of Verdun there has 
been fairly intense activity on the part 
of the opposing artillery forces in the 
sectors of Le Mort Homme and Dou- 
aumont. One of our long-range pieces 
bombarded the railroad station at Se- 
bastopol, to the east if Vignuelles. 
Flames were observed at the station. 

In the Lorraine district there has 
been an encounter between patrols 
near Moncel.

Germans Enter Belgian Lines. 


BERLIN, May 3, (by Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—The following announcement was 
issyed today by German Army Head- 
quafters: 

North of Dixmude our detachments 
succeeded by a surprise attack in en- 
tering the Belgian line and took sev- 
eral dozen soldiers prisoners. 

In the Four de Paris sector our pa- 
trols reached the Second French lines 
and returned after capturing eater 
prisoners.

DEFENDS MARSHALL 


President Wickerehiis Signs 
Protest to Speaker Against 
Action by ‘House. 


BAD EFFECT ON LAW IS SEEN 


Impartial Administration of. Justice, 
it is Urged, is More - Vital 
Than Official’s Criticisms.

WASHINGTON, May ~ 8.— Speaker 
Clark recetvet today a long protest from 
the Executive Committée of the Bar 
Association of the City of New York 
against any further proceedings, either 
by impeachment or . for contempt, 
against H. Snowden Marshall, Federal 
‘District Attorney of the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, before the criminal 

rosecution of Representative Frank 
Sachanan of TIilinois and others is 
brought to a conclusion. This course is 
waxed on the ground that legislative 

roceedings brought by. a member of 

ongress, indicted or about to be in- 
dicted, against Federal attorney 
bringing the suit, would have a bad 
effect upon the enforcement of criminal 
statutes. 

The protest is signed by George W. 
Wickersham, former Attorney Generai 
of the United States, as President of 
the Bar Association. It was presented 
to the Speaker t rr, Randolph Har- 
rig of the office of arles P. Howland, 

Chai airman of the Executive Committee 

of the Bar Association. Representative 
Hulbert of New York presented Mr. 
Harris to Speaker Clark for the pur- 
pose, but knew nothing of, the protest. 


Recites History of the Case. 


The protest concludes with the plea 
that the charge of contempt against Mr. 


Marshall is unimportant im comparison. 


with the broader aspects of the case. It 
suggests that all action be delayed till 
the criminal prosecutions, are disposed 
of. The protest in part follows: 


May 1, 1916. 
To the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, Washington, D.:C.: 

Sir: By vote of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York, the attention 
of the House of Representatives is re- 
spectfully invited to one phase of the 
proceedi mding against H. Snow- 
den Ma United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New 
York, for an alleged violation of the 
privileges of the House of Representa- 
tives which, from the reported pro- 
ceedings, appears not to have been 
specifically brought to the attention 
of the House, but. which has excited 
the most widespread concern, not only 
among the members of the Association 
of the Bar of the City of New York, 
but among the whole body of the bar. 

In order to make entirely clear the 
reasons for this concern, and not for 
the mf rpose of suggesting in any way 

nterference with proceedings by 
the House of Representatives, deemed 
by it necessary to the preservation of 
its dignity or the protection of its 
fete yp or prerogatives, attention is 

vited to the following facts:, 

For some days previous to Dec. 14, 
1915, it was reported in the news- 
papers that an investigation was pro- 
ceeding before the Federal Grand, Jury 
in the Southern District of New York 
which might result in the indictment 
of certain Congressmen. 

m Dec, 14, 1915, Congressman Frank 
Buchanan, Representative in Congress 
for the State of egy arose in the 
House and said t he impeached H. 
Snowden Marshall, “< United States 
Attorney. for the Southern District of 
New York, for malfeasance and mis- 
feasance in office. 

n Dec. 28, 1915, the Grand Jury in 
the United States District Court for 
the Southern District of New York 
found an indictment against the Hon. 
Frank Buchanan and others for viola- 
tion of the Federal statute. 

On Jan. 12, 1916, Representative Bu- 
chanan again presented to the House 
charges, and decla that he im- 
peached Mr. Marshall -of high crimes 
and misdemeanors, and then charged 
him in vague terms with wrongdoing, 
but with no specific wrongful act. 

Thereupon Representative Buchanan 
proposed the following resolution : 

esolved, That the Committee on 
the Judiciary be directed to inquire and 
report whether the action of this House 
is necessary concerning the alleged of- 
ficial misconduct of H. Snowden Mar- 
shall; whether he has conspired," &c.

No opinion is here expressed by 
the question of whether or not 1 
Marshall's communication of March 4, 
1916, to the sub-committee of the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary constitutes a 
breach of the weveilenes of the House, 
and it is assumed that that question 
will be correctly and judicially de- 
cided by the House. 

What this association desires respect-

The successtul working of our system 
requires that the persons entrusted 
with power tn any one of the three 
branches of Government shall not en- 
croach upon the powers confided to 
the others. Certainly only alleged 
offenses of a grave and exceptional 
character, supported b convincing 
evidence from responsible sources, 
should justify an investigation by a 
legislative body into the conduct of a 
orame? prosecution of one of its mem- 

bers then pending undetermined in a 
court of justice. 

The Constitution, in Section 6 of 
Article 1, ants to members of Con- 
gress priv ege ‘‘from arrest during 
their attendance at the session of their 
respective houses, and in going to and 
returning from the same,’’ 

Even this privilege does not apply in 
cases of treason; felony, and breach 
of the peace. A member of Congress 
has no rights when the criminal law 
has been set in operation against him, 
to which the humblest citizen is not 
also entitled, except those established 
for the benefit of the legislative body 
of which he is a member, rather than 
for him. 

This question aly concerns the 
impartial oderamaret on of justice, 
and appears to be of much greater’im- 
portance than the form of the criti- 
cism expressed by an official or any 
person concerning the procedure of 
the sub-committee of the House Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary. This impor- 
tant question appears to have been 
overlooked by all committees of the 
House of Representatives dealing with 
the charges against United States At- 
torney rshall, and for that reason 
this association begs respectfully its 
careful consideration by the House be- 
fore action is taken on the charges 
puninet Mr. Marshall of improper criti- 

cism of the sub-committee, which is 
asserted to constitute a breach of the 
privileges of the House.

Conservation Congress, 116 to 
39, Indorses the Shields Meas- 
ure for Developing Resources. 


IGNORES FRAUD. CHARGES | mines 


Minority Delegates Assert In Bitter 
Debate That Gathering Was 
Packed by Power Interests. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Advocates of 
the Shields water power bill, pending in 
Congress, won their fight in the National 
Conservation -Congress today when the 
Congress voted to adopt a majority com- 
mittee report indorsing the measure. 
Gifford Pinchot, ‘who at the last con- 
gress, three years ago, defeated a pro- 
posal somewhat similar, vainly opposed 
today’s action. Charges that the con- 
vention was packed by the power in- 
terests were made and denied. The vote, 
116 to 39, came after the divided com- 
mittee report had been debated all the 
afternoon. The majority report of the 
committee favored the Shields bill, which 
provides for construction of dams in 
navigable streams under. licenses to be 
issued by the Secretary of War and gives 
grantees the right to operate plants for 
fifty years, reserving to the Government 
the right to take over the plants at the 
— of that period at their acual valua- 

on. 

As a substitute the minority offered a 
set of resolutions which said: that the 
congress believed undeveloped power 
sites should not be disposed of in per- 
petuity, but should be 1etained in Fed- 
eral control, ‘‘ to be developed and used 


under such liberal rules and for such| W. 


certain and definite tenure as will en- 
courage the use of private capital there- 
in, and that the development shall be 
under such public control that the con- 
sumer, the operator, and the investor 
all will.receive fair treatment.”’ 

he majority report said that acute 
necessities’ of the present demanded 
legislation, and that the Shields bill, al- 
ready passed by the Senate, adequately 
safeguarded the interests of the public 
and the rights of investors. 

The Pinchot delegates charged that 
the Congress had been called to create 
sentiment favorable to the Shicide bill 
and that it did ES represent the true 
conservation sentiment of the country. 
Mr. Pinchot asserted that special inter- 
ests were trying to mold the Congress 
into a lobby for water power legislation. 

“This shows to what lengths the in- 
terests are prepared to go to further 
legislation to serve their own particular 
ends,’ he said. ‘‘ This Congress should 
represent the real conservationists of 
the country, who want legislation that 
will do the most for the public good and 
will serve ,the purposes of no special 
set of men.’ 

E. Worsham of Atlanta, President

WASHINGTON, May 38.—The Demo- 
cratic Steering Committee of the Senate 
tried to devise a way today to hasten 
the legislative program of the session.

‘GOVERNOR WHITMAN'S DUTY. 

Governor Whitman has witnessed 
the wreck of his budget by the Leg- 
islature. He had planted hims¢lf in 
1915 on high, impregnable ground. He 
Wwas eager to end one of the most 
dangerous invisibilities of “invisible 
government,” the concoction of sup-. 
ply bills in the secrecy of committee 
rooms. He wanted them’ to be put 
together and discussed under the pub- 
lic eye, to be made responsibly. 80 
after consultation with the chief ef- 
ficers of the State, after long delibera- 
tions of his “budget committee,” he 
sent to the Legislature a message set- 
ting forth the financial position of the 
State, the sums it needed to spend, as 


spend it. The estimates of those with- 
in his control -had been thoroughly 
pondered and pruned. These totals 


them, necessarily unsifted, were the 
estimates of officials not under the 
These the Gov- 
ernor presumably had in mind in ut- 
tering to the Legislature his: expecta- 
tion that it would “ make a very large 
reduction in these figures.” 

“These figures,” the figures of the 
Governor’s budget, the figures for all 
appropriations, exclusive of debt serv- 
ice, were $45,597,564.04. The Governor 
was confident that the’ Legislature 
could cut down these figures by from 
“one te two million dollars.” 

There was great and deserved praise 
for the budget. Financial legislation 
was to be above board at last.. Gener- 
ous‘ hope, but it was somewhat too 
early to “order your ascension robe.” 
The budget was quietly inurned in 
committee. The Hamiltons and Gal- 
latins at Albany worked exactly in the 
ancient way. Political and district 
needs, parochial and selfish interests, 
not those of the State, were counted 
and weighed :-as usual. After some 
three months a sort of insolent parody 


| of a budget was issued by the Finance 


Committee of the Senate. “These 
figures" had grown from §$45,597,- 
564.04. to $48,104,168.98. Instead of 
paring the Governor’s estimates of a 
million, or two dollars, the accom- 
plished economists had added $2,315,- 
702.42 to them. The unmillennial 
lamb held his old position in the 
leonine insides. 

Moreover, the Governor, when he 


the 4PPropriations of the current year 
would be for twelve months. As a re- 
sult of the change of the fiscal year by 
the Legislature, three months are 
lopped off the current year. Its end is 
thrown back three months. A very con- 
siderable share of the appropriations of 
1915 for that quarter of year can be 
spent in the next fiscal year. The

Governor WHITMAN’s duty is plain.

TAX PAYMENTS AND THE TAX 
PAYMENT BILL. 

The receipts for taxes surpass all 
records. Nearly twelve millions were 
received on the first day, although 
they might have been deferred for 
thirty days without penalty. In Man- 
hattan alone the receipts surpassed 
those from all boroughs last year. 
Partly this is due to the easy condi- 
tion of the taxpayers this year, and 
partly to their habitual desire to. get 
the painful operation over and done 
with at the earliest possible moment. 

The incident throws light upon the 
objections to the pending bill for the 
earlier payment of taxes in order that 
the city may be relieved from the is- 
suance of obligations in anticipation 
of taxes. Water bills are paid for the 
calendar year on May 1 in full and 
without complaint of the inconven- 
fence to taxpayers. The-amount is 
small, it is true, but even in: the case 
of the real estate taxes the incon- 
venience to the taxpayers is small 
compared with the gain to the city. The 
real owners of property can mostly 
pay at one time as well as another. 
The exceptions are those whose own- 
ership is too extended, through owner- 
ship of too small a proportion of the 
property to which they hold title. 
Their interest payments absorb so 
large & part of their income that their 
tax money must come from other 
sources, 

That is particularly true of dealers: 
in real estate who desire to manage 
their business in such manner that 
the taxes may be shifted to buyers 
who are owners rather than traders. 
The convenience of traders should not

porary importance. There is dricon- 
venience in all change, but when the 
change is made such reasons cease to 
apply. There are inconveniences 
from changing some ‘customs and 
dates without also changing other 
customs and dates in relation, to 
them. But that is an argument for 
correcting the relations, rather than 
for not making a change otherwise 
desirable. It was not éasy to get the 
bill passed, and if not signed now it 
will be more difficult to make the 
change hereafter. 

It would be easier to go ahead, and 
make the rest of the changes to con- 
form with the practice of the pre- 
payment of taxes. The saving in the 
city’s interest bill is real and large, 
and accrues to the city itself less 
than to the taxpayers themselves. 
The interest they will lose by their 
earlier payments is individually small, 
and in many cases is nothing at 
all, since many of the taxpayers 
do not pay or calculate upon interest 
on their tax money. It is cold com- 
fort, but it also is cold fact, that tax- 
payers who borrow their tax pay- 
ments either own too much real es- 
tate or own such as they would do 
better without.

A highly political, self-governing 
people will not allow the logic of 
events to be imposed upon them by 
any intelligence other than their own.

So the English 
baive come voluntarily to the logic of 
compulsory general military service. 
This, it was once thought, could never 
happen in England. Mr. AsQuiTH 
until a very recent time had con- 
tinuously said that he could not re- 
main at the head of a Government 
that should adopt that policy.

THE CAN CASE. 

The Government has filed a motion 
for the dissolution of the Can Trust, 
Otherwise, according to the Gov- 
ernment brief, “the inevitable re- 
“sult will be a renewal of that great 
“rush toward concentration which fol- 
“lowed the decision in the Knight 
“case and proceeded with evér-accel- 
“ erating rapidity until checked by the 
“ decision of the Supreme Court in the 
“ Northern Securities case.” 

That is prediction rather than argu- 
ment, and ignores all that has hap~- 
pened in the trust-hunting business 
since the Northern Securities case. The 
Attorney General is slower than the 
courts in taking notice of the rule of 
reason, and will be restrained from 
useless kicking against the pricks only 
by the highest court making its mean- 
ing as clear to lawyers and politicians 
as already it is to men of business. In 
one aspect the persistence of the Gov- 
ernment bears the appearance of a 
wish to embarrass the courts by sug- 
gesting their guilt of an inconsistency 
which does not exist. In another as- 
pect the persecution of trusts cleared 
of bad conduct by evidence and judi- 
cial decision bears a resemblance to 
the Venner action against the New 
York Central, which the court dismissed 
contemptuously the other day. 

The same conditions exist in the Can 
case. There was no complaining cus- 
tomer or competitor in court. The 
price of cans has been cheapened, and 
the trust controls only one-third of 
the capacity of the country. Accord- 


‘ingly it will be recalled that the Gov- 


ernment was defeated in its contention 
that the trust was operating in re- 
straint of trade. The court found the 
contrary, and allowed the trust to 
continue in business, although it had 
been illegally organized... According to 
the rule of reason, the manner in 
which trade is conducted is more im- 
portant than the form of organization. 
Statutes respecting crimes are nar- 
rowly construed, and innocence is en- 
titled to presumption in case of doubt. 
Nevertheless the Government presses 
for its pound of flesh, and asks for dis- 
solution of the corporation. 

The court was more merciful, while 
equally regardful, or rather more re- 
gardful, of the public interest. The 
court’s disposition of the dilemma was 
to retain jurisdiction for the purpose 
of punishment of any wrongdoing. 
There can be no objection to that.. No 
one entitled te be heard ever extenu- 
ated wrongdoing. The trouble about 
dissolution is that it punishes the in- 
nocent, and the public also. It was 
different with ancient monopolies. 
When they were dissolved the article 
they dealt in was restored to trade, 
and the market which had been con- 
trolled was reopened. The dissolution 
of a trust of good conduct is capital 
punishment for capital. It disturbs 
trade by hampering organization for 
production. It raises prices by com- 
pelling an undesirable sort of competi- 
tion in underground forms of combi- 
nation, mere colorable compliance with 
statutory prohibition of acts favored 
by the comman law of merchants. Dis- 
solution of even bad trusts. but Ill 
serves the public Interest, as is shown 
by results. - When the Standard Oil 
Company was dissolved the responsi- 
bility for high prices was dissipated 
among more than a score of the prop- 
erties in the combination, and the 
worst prices of the old monopoly are 
now outdone. 

It is not to be regretted that the 
Government presses for a. decision 
which: shall decide. It is even possible 
that the Gevernment is pressing for a 
decision which shall release it from all 
temptation to prosecute big corpora- 


‘tions. There is such an accumulation 


of cases in which the lower courts have 
decided in favor of trusts on the plea 
of their good conduct under the rule of 
reason that. there is a presumption 
that the courts as well as the Govern- 
ment seek an exit from the situation 
created by the decision of the Supreme 
Court before it announced the rule of 
reason. It is sure that if such trusts

Senate to a devoted follower of Mrs. 
Eppr, it may share, but has no right to 
express, the angry astonishment that 
will be aroused everywhere else by the 
latest exploit of this strange statesman. 
At a time when the country is faced by 
as many and as momentous questions 
as have confronted it at any time in the 
whole course of its history, Senator 
Worxs has introduced and demanded 
the attention of Congress for a joint res- 
olution the adoption of which would 
make it ‘unlawful for any officer or 
employe of the Public Health Service of 
the Government to be or become a mem- 
ber or officer of, or in any way connect- 
ed with, any medical or private health 
association or organization of any kind.”* 

Such action, of course, would deprive 
the Public Health Service, upon the effi- 
ciency of which the welfare and safety 
of the country in no small measure de- 
pends, of all doctors and surgeons 
worthy of the name. For all of them do, 
and almost of necessity must, if they 
are to maintain their professional stand- 
ing, belong to one or more of thé county, 
State, and national societies in which 
doctors and surgeons meet for that ex- 
change of knowledge and discovery on 
which the progress of medicine is based. 
And, to support his worse than absurd 
demand, Senator Works uses the famil- 
lar device of—well, of stating as fact 
what is not fact and of manufacturing 
a grievance out of comimon sense as dis- 
played by others than followers of his 
cult, 

In the preamble of his resolution the 
Senator asserts that the American Medi- 
cal Association is a league of men be- 
longing to one school of medicine, whose 
intention is to advance the personal and 
private fortunes of themselves and to 
secure State and Federal legislation to 
the same end. The truth is that the mem- 
bers of the association are practition- 
ers of medicine and are of no “ school”’ 
at all. That they leave to such secta- 
rians as Senator Works and his “ heal- 
ers,” by theory and habit themselves 
welcoming and using every means shown 
by experience to be of value for curing 
or preventing disease. 

But the Senator insists that “all 
classes of people, of all medical and non- 
medical beliefs,” should be represented 
in the Public Health Service—all, that 
is, except the real doctors, and those, 
with characteristic Christian Science 
consistency, he would exclude!

It is true that the recent visit of Vis- 
count Chinda to President Wilson took 
place on the second day after the ulti- 
matum was dispatched to. Berlin, and 


this fact has given food>for thought to’ 


those who are constantly on the look- 
out to stir up ill-feeling toward the 
Japanese. But in their zeal they over- 
looked one fact which is a standing ref- 
utation of their accusation. As we are 
informed, the appointment between 
President Wilson and Viscount Chinda 
had been arranged ten days previously 
—at a time when there was no crisis be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
Therefore, it should be apparent to 
those who are watching events in Wash- 
ington that’ Viscount. Chinda could not 
have Had any thought of “taking ad- 
vantage of circumstances,” So far as 
the date of the appeal is concerned, 
Viscount Chinda is entirely innocent of 
the charge. 

It should be admitted, I think, that 
the appeal was in itself cautious; had 
we waited until the bill became a law 
the situation would undoubtedly be far 
more serious, probably bringing forth 
heated discussions on both sides of the 
Pacific. The subject could not fairly 
be brought before the Administration 
until the immigration bill had assumed 
a definite shape. Before the House it 
was laden with proposed amendments, 
and until it passed at least one branch 
of Congress no one could say what it 
would or would not contain, That 
should be clear to everybody. Well, it 
did contain an objectionable passage 
as passed by the House of Representa- 
tives and went before the Senate. Here, 
then, was really the first moment at 
which objection could be registered. As 
the Senate might take up the House bill 
at any time, there could be little delay 
if the Japanese Minister with the ap- 
proval of his Government were to act 
at all. Any one who examines the 
matter will surely admit this to be the 
case as proving that there was no 
thought of timing the objection with 
any foreign event whatever. In other 
words, the moment of presenting the 
Japanese objection to the offensive por- 
tion of the bill was fixed by the prog- 
resg of the bill itself and not by any 
outside act or condition.

Five Artists Give a Lively Exhibi- 
tlon of Thelr Work. 


A lively little exhibition is now open 
at the Folsom Galleries. It comprises 
the work of five artists, ‘‘ The Five,” 
whose pictures hang together in more 
than a literal sense in spite of very 
gréat differences of palette and vision. 
B®. Varian Cockcroft is the boldest ad- 
venturer of the group.. ‘‘ The Tired 
Model” is .one of. her successes; an 
Egyptian type of woman lying among 
stuffs of gorgeous color dominates the 
composition by the strength of char- 
acterization in her face and the powerful 
drawing in her relaxed figure. Another 
painting by the same‘ artist is not in the 
catalogue. The title is ‘* Butterflies ” 
and the two women, one nude, the other 
partly draped, who obviously play the 
title réle, are as far as possible removed 
from the conventional notion of frivolous 
feminity. Broad - shouldered, -narrow- 
waisted, the true Egyptian figure, with 
heavy yet delicately cut features, they 
are shown in attitudes that hint at 
antiquity but keep the flexiblity of life. 
The printed fabrics introduced as ac- 
cessories, the clever distinguished pat- 
terning throughout the picture, adq to 
its piquancy, and the crowning triumph 
is the absence of crass picturesqueness 
with its banal suggestions of oddity for 
oddity’s sake. 

It is something of a test to paint with 
colors fainter than the youngest flowers 
of Spring and yet hold your own by the 
side of these vigorously stained can- 
vases, but Edmund Greacen uss color 
that pulses with ljfe. His little blonde 
heads, his flower garden, the milky fair- 
ness of his ‘‘ docks,’ lose nothing in 
juxtaposition with dark Nile beauties. 
Arthur Crisp also uses a palette set in 
a high key in his “Sunshine and 
Shadow” and “Sunny Breakfast 
Room.” His slim girls are more than 
slim, they are ‘svelte’ with the 
Gallic touch of elegance implied. They 
are not heroines of the golf field..so 
much as they are hostesses of the porch 
tea. The minds that look through their 
lovely eyes are busy with gentle 
sophistications. They are charmingly 
painted and a gallery visitor of the 
present year appreciates the lack of un- 
due emphasis, the quiet rightness of 
accent, the restfully diminished color. 

George Macrum is vigorous, angular, 
seeing the salient things in a street or 
town and letting the rest go. His 
“Park Row” has in it @ touch of the 
sinister which bélongs to the cavernous 
construction. D. Putnam Brinley shows 
only one canvas, the ‘“ Connecticut 
Farm.” It is leagues away from his 
work of half a dozen years ago and 
most of the journey has been forward. 
Altogether a brave showing of art that 
has been enjoyed by its makers and 
is capable of communicating pleasure.

shifting the alignment of the terminal. 
railway from the marginal street to a 
private right of way through the blocks 
below Thirtieth Street. .- 

This arrangement will spoil the value 
for terminal use of every block along 
the line, and will adversely affect the 
Central's own use of terminal property 
below Thirtieth Street, besides destroy- 
ing the future availability of thie sec- 
tion for the New Jersey roads. This 
is apparent at a glance on comparing 
the deficiencies of the Central’s Canal 
Street obstructive terminal with the ad- 
mirable Thirtieth Street terminal shown 
on the plans. It will be wasteful. in 
capital expenditure both for lands need- 
lessly taken and improperly used. and 
will ultimately require a complicated 
system of cross-over switches to make 
the back lands accessible to the New 
Jersey roads. It will start an elevated 
track nuisance to take the place of the 
present surface track nuisance. 

To speak plainly, this part of the plan 
is not designed primarily for reilroad 
use so much as to promote a gigantic 
real estate speculation, by wrongly in- 
voking the power of eminent domain, 
and by the imposition of. a bad plan 
which will tend to depress realty values 
for the Central’s ‘exploitation: I have 
no desire to obstruct. what in other re- 


.;spects is’ the most important city im- 


provement after the subways, but I 
hope that this great plan, when finally 
adopted, will provide for the good of 
the whole port. In its present shape it 
does not éven do this for Manhattan. 

The “Service Line” should be con- 
structed along the public marginal way 
as the Central originally proposed ‘when 
it had in mind railway improvement 
and not real estate speculation, and all 
the contiguous terminal plots should be 
modeled after the design of the Thir- 
tieth-Thirty-sixth Street plan, having 
transverse switch connections with the 
service line. 

It will cost the Central less to “use the 
marginal street than to buy its way 
through the blocks, and its Canal Street 
terminal should be laid out in the same 
manner and made as convenient and 
adaptable both for railroad and city 
use a8 is its Thirtieth Street terminal. 
A comparison of the plans of these two 
terminals wilk at a glance show the 
incomparable superierity in design of 
the northern over the southern ter- 
minal. 

Construction along the marginal way 
will permit of access by the New Jer- 
sey roads throughout the entire ter- 
minal belt bounded by the Ninth Aye- 
nue elevated and the river. 

I do not object to the Central’s land 
‘speculation south of Thirtieth Street. I 
understand. they have. already bought 
much’ ofthe property: along the proposed 
private right of way, and I trust they 
will get more, for they need the money 
to help pay the heavy expense in the 
Park district te the north. Their specu- 
lative improvements in the Grand Cen- 
tral district have been far-sighted, prof- 
itable, and in the public’interest, and it 
is already evident that their vast con- 
templated terminal improvements be- 
tween Sixtieth and Thirtieth Streets will 
be both publicly and privately even 
more profitable and advantageous. They 
will be first on the ground below Thir- 
tieth Street, and deserve all they can 
get out of this advantage. My modest 
plea on behalf of the city and port is 
not to limit their opportunity further 
than to prevent the imposition of a radi- 
cally bad port plan on the community, 
as in this event they will have spoiled

Confuclus Consulted on Our Inter- 
national Problems. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At the beginning of the Eurepean war 
President Wilson made a public statement 
warning Americans to maintain a strict neu- 
trality even in their personal conversation. 
In doing this he led his country into an errer 
against which the sages of all times have 
warned mankind. Listen to the voice ef 
Confucius coming to us ever a stretch ef 
2,500 years: *‘ A wise man is impartial, not 
neutral; @ fool is neutral, but not impartial.” 
(This quotation may be found on Page’ 75, 
Volume XL, Oriental Series, History of China, 
a work of undoubted authority.) 

Impartiality means the upholding ef either 
side that is right, and at the beginning of 
the war America could have taken this posi- 
tion as between the Allies and the Central 
Powers, for at that time the preponderance 
of public epinion was absolutely without bias. 
Pro-Germans and pro-Allies have been the 
development of the ‘neutral’ spirit, for 
neutrality implies the lack of consideration 
as te which side is right, giving personal 
prejudices full sway and destroying entirely 
the apirit of impartiality. Neutrality is net 
only the part of the fool, as Confucius puts 
it, but it is also cowardly. The neutral dees 
not want te get into the contest himself; he 
wants te sit at a safe distance and ‘‘ root "’ 
for his favorite to win, whether by fair means 
or foul. Az the contest continues his partial- 
ity increases until, even though his favorite 
“runs amuck,’’ violates all the rules ef the

Resolution Censuring the President 
Goes to Committee — Amuse- 
ment Problem Is Coming Up.

SARATOGA, May 8.—The question of 
the number of Bishops to be elected at 
this session of the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
of the changes to be made in episcopal 
residences received preliminary consid- 
eration from the Committee on Epis- 
copacy this evening. At least two of the 
men spoken of as certain of election as 
Bishops come from New York State, 
and men of prominence in the Church 
and in business and politics have en- 
rolled themselves in the cause of all the 
candidates. * 

The meeting of the committee tonight 
Was its first since it was organized at 
the present conference, and since Dr. 
Thomas Nicholson of New York, Secre- 
tary of the Board of Education of the 
Church, was elected Chairman. Dr. 
Nicholson is one of the men spoken of 
as certain of election. He declined elec- 
tion at the General Conference of 1912 


work he then had in hand... Since the 
present conference was convened it has 
become known that he would not again 
decline election unless he discovered that 
his friends were employing ‘“* political 
methods.”’ 

Although the Committee on Episcopacy 
will. not make its report to the Con- 
ference until the latter part of next 
week or the early part of the week fol- 
lowing, it can be asserted on authority 
that not so many Bishops will be elected 
as the delegates anticipated, and the 
number will in no case exceed five. 
The Standing Committee on Episcopacy 
may even decide to cut the number down 
to three. 

This will come as a disagreeable sur- 
prise to the delegates who have been 
predicating their efforts on the assump- 
tion that the election of at least seven 
Bishops would be recommended by the 
committee. 

A delegate from New York increasingly 
discussed for the Episcopacy is Dr. Will- 
iam F. Oldham, Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Board of Foreign Missions. 
Dr. Oldham formerly was a Missionary 


Bishop, but resigned to accept the office 
he now holds. The friends of Dr. Ernest 
Richardson of Brooklyn are also ex- 
tremely active and say that they are 
certain of his election. 

The Rev. Ezra S. Tipple, President of 
Drew Theological Seminary; the Rev. 
Charles B. Mitchell of Chicago; the Rev. 
Herbert Welch, President of Ohio Wes- 
leyan University; The Rev. Matt S. 
Hughes of Pasadena, Cal,; the Rev. W. 
H. Crawford, President of Allegheny 
College; the Rev. Franklin Hamilton of 
Washington, D. C.; the Rey. Charles BD. 
Locke of Los Angeles; thé Rev. Adna 
W. Leonard of Seattle, Wash.,.and the 
Rev. L. J. Birney, Dean of the School 
of Theology of Boston University, are 
some of the men whose names are most 
frequently heard in the hotels and on 
the floor of the convention hall as pos- 
sible Bishops. 

It is known that one of the subjects to 
receive earnest consideration from the 
Standing Committee on Episcopacy will 
be the request from Eastern Asia and 
China for increased Episcopal super- 
vision. . These countries have expressed 
a desire for one or two more Missionary 
Bishops. It is impossible, of course, to 
say what will be done with these re- 
quests, but it is reported that the plan 
recommended will be favored. - 

A resolution censuring President Wil- 
son for having restored the ‘‘ use of in- 
toxicating wines on State occasions at 
White House functions ” was introduced 
at the General Conference today by the 
Rev. James W. Anderson of Oregon, 
Mo.

time when the rulers of other nations have 
taken such advarced rositions with refer- 
ence to intoxicating Lquors, and when 
there is such a widespread and growing sen- 
timent in our land in favor of total absti- 
nence from all alcoholic beverages: and 
that we, the delegated rcpresentatives of 
more than 4,000,000 members of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, hereby appeal to 
the President: as a Christian gentleman to 
banish the winecup from all functions over 
which he has control, thereby setting a 
worthy example end keeping pace with the 
-forward movements and hristian senti- 
ment of the day. 

And, furthermore, as the liquor traffic 
has its national organizations and pays 
Government reverue, so that for these and 
other reasons it is a. national issue, we 
most urgently request the President to give 
his indorsement and hearty support to the 
pending measures looking toward the na- 
tion-wide prohibition of the beverage liquor 
traffic. 

The commission appetnies by the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1912 to decide whether 
American Methodism originated in New 
York City or at Samg Creek, Md., re-

This, however, does not 
end the controversy, because before the 
commission reached its verdict the mem- 
bers appointed to represent New York 
withdrew, and the report submitted to- 
oor does not represent their views.

TROTTING OFFICIALS SUED. 


R. M. Williams Seeks $25,000 Dam- 
ages for Suspension. 


With peace restored and the prelimin- 
ary plans arranged for the working 
agreement with the American Trotting 
Association, the Board of Review of 
the National Trotting Association, 
which has been in session at the Murray 
Hill Hotel for the last two days, ad- 
journed yesterday to meet next Decem- 
ber. 

Just before the meeting closed, Seo- 
retary W. H. Gocher, as the representa- 
tive of the Board of Review, was 
served with papers in a suit for $25,000 
damages, the complainant being Robert 
M. Williams, former manager of the 
Greater New York Fair and Exposition 
Company which leased the Empire 
City Track, at Yonkers. 

Following a trotting meeting in which 
the management failed to pay the 
purses, and was suspended, the organ- 
ization was reinstated, but Mr. ill- 
iams’s suspension was not removed 
for one year. He says that he has 
been damaged to the extent of $25,000, 
and has sued for that sum in the United 
States District Court. It is the largest 
claim for damages ever made against 
the National Trotting Association. 

The board, soon after assembling, 
went into executive session. At the 
conclusion of the conference Secretary 
Gocher announced that the Directors 
had made an official interpretation of 
the eligibility rule, as follows: 

‘‘ Bligibility to compete in races is 
fixed by the winrace. It is the fastest 
time made by the winning horse in a 
public race, or in an event in which he 
stood best in the summary. Records 
are not considered in determining eli- 
gibility, except in special events, which 
are governed by published conditions.’’ 

The case of the horse known as 
Oskar Mac, with a record of 2.18 and 
a fraction, was brought up. The animal 
had raced through Ohio and won a 
number of prizes, but because it could 
be identified to. the satisfaction of

Professional wrestlers and boxers who 
succeeded in masquerading as amateurs 
to secure registration cards from the 


tention of the Registration Committee 
of the Metropolitan Association at a 
business meeting held last night at the 
headquarters of the American Express 
Company Employes’ Association, 67 
Madison Avenue. Three flagrant cases 
of professionals violating the amateur 
rules were found recently in New Jer- 
sey, and in each tnstance the amateur 
card was ordered canceled by Chairman 
George Mathews.

PHONE WIRETAPPING) 
BEFORE GRAND JURY: 


Police Had No Grounds to Sus- 
‘pect. Crime, Is Kings 
County Suggestion. 


FATHER FARRELL A WITNESS 


Mayor Mitchel and Commissioner 
Woods Wil! Be Invited to Appear 
and Walve Immunity. 


The Kings County Grand Jury began 
an investigation yesterday of the charges 
by Dr. D. C. Potter, Dean Potter, and 
Father . B. Farrell that policemen, un- 
der instructions from Mayor Mitchel and 
Police Commissioner Woods, tapped their 
telephone wires unlawfully in order to 
get information to help Commissioner of 
Charities John A. Kingsbury in the 


charities inquiry before Commissioner 
Strong. 6d 


The complainants have been encour- 
aged by the interpretation of the law 
made by District Attorney Harry E. 
Lewis to believe that the inquiry will 
result in the indictment of Mayor 
Mitchel, Police Commissioner ‘Woods, 
and the policemen who tapped the wires 
and listened. 


Father Farrell and Dean Potter were 
the two witnesses before the Grand 
Jury yesterday. Dr. D. C. Potter and 
employes of the New York Telephone 
Company will be called today. One of 
the purposes of calling the telephone 
company’s employes is to establish the 
jurisdiction of the Kings County au- 
thorities by proving that a tap was put 
in the telephone wires in Kings County. 
The company will probably be called 
upon also to produce the letter from 
Police Commissioner Arthur Woods, or- 
dering the wiretapping. 

The Mayor, the Police Commissioner, 
and other city officials and employes 
will probably be invited tomorrow or 
Saturday to waive immunity and testify. 

District Attorney Lewis does not an- 
ticipate any difficulty in proving that 
the wiretapping was done and that 
Mayor Mitchel and Police Commissioner 
Woods authorized it. This has already 
been admitted by both of them. Their 
explanation of this has been that they 
suspected that the crime of perjury was 
about to be committed by a fourth party, 
not by Father Farrel, Dr. Potter, or 
Dean Potter, and that they had the 
authority under Section 552 of the Con- 
solidated laws of the State of New York 
to order the wiretapping. District At- 
torney Swann in New York County re- 
garded this explanation as sufficient to 
show that the wiretapping had been 
lawful, 

The evidence placed before District 
Attorney Lewis, however, has caused 
him to question whether there were real 
grounds for thinking that a crime was 
about to be committed. He will place 
before the Grand Jury evidence that 
the information got by wiretapping was 
used as controversial ammunition for 
Commissioner Kingsbury against the so- 
called ‘‘ Catholic side’’ in the charities 
inquiry. 

Regarding reports that efforts had 
been made to suppress the inquiry on 
the ground that it might lead to the 
disclosure that Federal officials had 
ordered wires to be tapped to get evi- 
dence of conspiracies touching on the 
international situation, District Attorney 
Lewis said: . 

‘* No one has come to me with a sug- 
gestion that the inquiry should be 
dropped on any grounds. The request 
for the inquiry was made, not to me, but 
directly to the Grand Jury, and my own 
part in the case has been to act upon the 
instructions of the Grand Jury.’’

Street reeoveréd from its first shock, 
that the basis for: the prediction of a 
satisfactory settlement consisted al- 
most exclusively in assurances from Ber- 
lin, apparently .echoed in’.even more 
positive German assurances from Wash- 
ington, the: there would. be ne break. 
If it was clear that these German as- 
surances represented a determination on 
the part of the-Imperial Government to 
concede our demands outright the mar- 
ket optimism which>they have engen- 
dered would be fully understandable. 
These assurances, however, have been 
coupled, with too many ‘Bugéestions that 
Germany would offer counterproposals, 
or ‘would make certain concessions. 
These intimations would seem to con- 
flict with, if they do not belie, the posi- 
tive assurance that no break would oc- 
cur, for it is: clear that nothing can 
really meet the American demands save 
the immediate abandonment of Ger- 
many’s present methods of submarine 
warfare. 

It. remains to be detertntined how far 
Wall Street’s recent attitude toward the 
submarine ‘controversy has beén due to 
optimistic, although possibly wncautious, 
acceptance of the German view of 
what Germany is likely to say. The 
test, of course, will be not what Ger- 
many thinks of her answér but what 
the American Government thinks of it. 
There was more disposition yesterday to 
lay stress on this fact. This disposition 
found reflettion in a further contraction 
in trading, in an irregular price move- 
ment, and in a very considerable num- 
ber of net declines.carrying further the 
reaction of the previous day, but with- 
out producing pronounced weakness, ex- 
cept in isolated instances.

Even so momentous a matter as an 
international crisis, such as that con- 
fronting the United States in respect to 
its relations with Germany, does not 
these days préclude interested discus- 
sion in financial circles of the state of 
business in this country and of the 
prospects of the future along the lines 
of ordinary business development. Hav- 
ing reached the maximum of capacity 
certain industries can no longer be 
counted on rapidly to éstablish new 
high records. Trade is proceeding in 
many quarters under no other limi- 
tations than those imposed by manu- 
facturing capacity. We had yesterday 
The Iron Age’s record of iron output for 
last month, which fell only seventy-five 
tons a day undér the production in Feb- 
ruary, and on May 1 the capacity of 
furnaces in blasts was larger than it 
was on April 1. -This is an instance of 
an industry operating at maximum ca- 
pacity. 

As in many home industries, so in our 
export trade, the value of the products 
we ship out in any month is limited in 
effect only by the ability of our manu- 
facturers to fill foreign orders and the 
availability of ships to carry the goods 
abroad. The Department’ of Commerce 
issued yesterday its* preliminary report 
for the country’s foreign trade in March. 
It showed the huge record of $410,000,000 
of exports, and imports, also a record, 
amounting to $214,000,000. The ‘excess 
of exports, which in February touched 
the topnotch figure of $209,000,000, was 
somewhat smaller in March, $196,000,600, 
but was second only. to the previous 
month’s record. It has all along been 
recognized that for the long maintenance 
of the country’s huge exports an in- 
crease in imports was necessary, for in 
the long run that would be the only 
alternative to the world paying us the 
difference in gold, or in soms form less 
acceptable to this market. emg in 
gold is an impossiblé supposition, of 
course, and practically an increase in 
our import trade has been needed to as- 
sure the long continuance of our foreign 
trade on anything like the recent great 
scale. The growth in imports, therefore, 
is an encouraging efévelopment in this 
respect. It is fully as satisfactory, as a 
very practical indication of the broad- 
ening of our own trade here at home.

Further Experiments Belng Made 
to Determine Exact Value of In- 
vention—Ford Loses Chance. 


The Maxim Munitions Corporation an- : 


nounced yesterday that, it had. closed @ 
contract for the exclusive manufactur- 
ing rights of Louis Enricht’s. substitute 
The price paid \was men- 
tionéd. as $1,000,000, but at the offices 
of the company, 120 Broadway, no ex- 
act information could be. obtained as to 
the details of the transaction. 

‘B. F. Taylor, the Treasurer, said the 
terms had been agreed upon so recently 
that the officers were not prepared on 
short notice to tell just how much the 
inventor would get for his formula. At 
first he said that the sum in was 
less than the seven figure total men- 
tioned and then he add t there were 
other considérations. It was unders 
that some money has been paid “ any 
rate ‘and that Enricht expected to get 
large royalties if the pore was 
actually put on the market. 

‘Ex up to this‘ time,”’ to 
quote trom the statement of the Maxim 
Munitions Corporation, ‘‘ prove con- 
clusively that this invention, when fully 
perfected in some’ of its minor details, 
will be revolutionary in character. 

“The experiments now being made 

be | the corporation are for the purpose 

proving: beyond a doubt the practica- 
bility and commercial value of this fuel. 
Plans for + erection of a laboratory 
and plant for the manufacture of this 
new fuel are well under way.” 

The corporation announced that it had 
bought near the property of the inventor 
an acre of land on which it would build 
its laboratory and yng Various 
tests have been made by experts, and 
the officials declare that it will not be 
long before the cémpound is on the mar- 
ket. A-patent has been applied for on 
the formula. Just how the product will 
be marketed the corporation is not 
ready to announce. 

It can be had in two forms. The first 
is a concentrated solution of four chemi-

ture, a small quantity of which may be 
added to a gallon of water, the result, 
it has been said, being the gasoline sub- 
stitute.

The 
spectators, many of them women, wore 
badges which read ‘‘Fair play for Staten 
Island. No garbage.’” Among speak-

Cromwell, William G. Willcox, President 
of the Board of Education, who ‘ives on

Street Cl Commissioner Fetherston 
outlined the features of the bill.and de- 
¢Clared that if it, were he fear 
the city's. garbage would be left in the 
streets. ter L. Lewis, on behalf of 
Gaffney, Geoghar & Van Etten, the 
contractors who ure to erect the plant, 
said he doubted the corstitutio ty of 
the bill. 

Senator Cromwell said the principle of 
home rule and local autonomy, for which 
the Mayor had pleaded on behalf of the 
city,. should be exercised in the various 
boroughs. President Willcox said the 
city would be guilty of a mistake of 
ju ent if it forced the plant upon 
Staten Island. He declared the Mayor 
could not afford to outrage the —- 
of the people in any large district of the 
city, as he would if he failed to approve 
the bill. While’Mr. Mills was speaking 
the Mayor injerrupted to say that from 
1898 to 1915 the city had expended for 
governmental purposes in Staten Island 
more than $51,000,000, while it had de- 
rived in revenues only about $23,000,000.
